Hushen said federal authorities 
knew of one Indian who suffered a 
bullet wound in the hand and another 
who injured his leg. Newsmen inside 
the hamlet reported two Indians were 
shot, one in the hand and one in the leg.

Chillicothe VA Hospital Heavily Criticized 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- 
The 
Veterans Administration psychiatric 
hospital in Chillicothe, Ohio, falls far 
short of acceptable medical standards 
and in danger of losing its accredita­ 
tion, a House committee has been told. 
The facilities are overcrowded and 
employes are so overworked that some 
patients may never see a psychiatrist, 
said the investigative report prepared 
by the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee staff. 
The Chillicothe hospital was one of 14 
VA hospitals the staff investigators 
visited. 
I’he report, which .surfaced Wed­ 
nesday, concluded overfill that VA 
hospitals suffer from overcrowding 


and personnel shortages severe 
enough to endanger the well-l>eing of 
thousands of patients. 
'I’lie description of the Chillicothe 
hospital was among the most critical 
of the hospitals discussed individually 
in the committee report. 
The VA’s medical director, Dr. Marc 
Mosser, acknowledged Thursday that 
all 26 of the VA psychiatric hospitals 
experience some overcrowding. But in 
testimony to an Appropriations sub­ 
committee, he maintained that con­ 
ditions are not as bad as five years 
ago. 
Tile report said tin1 18 buildings of 
tin* Chillicothe hospital are drab and 
poorly kept. 


Hospital officials have failed to 
recruit physicians to fill six vacant 
jxisitions and operate with a staff of 14 
doctors including four psychiatrists. 
Two of those are the hospital director 
and chief of staff. 


Applicants 
for 
admission 
are 
examined by a retired general prac­ 
titio n e r and most patients are ad­ 
m itted without 
psychiatric con­ 
sultation and without personal contact 
with the admitting physician, the 
report stilted. 


The work load is so great, it con­ 
tinued, that "the admitting physician 
is striving 
to have adm issions 
authority given to a nurse.” 


The work load runs to 40 outpatient 
treatments and 17 admissions daily, it 
said. 
“The quality of treatment, therapy 
and rehabilitation programs at this 
hospital are illustrated by the com­ 
ments of an employe who said it is 
quite possible for a psychiatric patient 
to be admitted and discharged without 
ever 
being 
exam ined 
by 
a 
psychiatrist,” the report alleged. 
The investigators reported ob­ 
serving num erous patients “ who 
appeared heavily sedated in a ‘zombie­ 
like’ state.” 
Patients’ progress is recorded only 
by “word of mouth” passed along from 
one employe to another, it said. 


Patients in workshops and therapy 
sessions “were for the most part 
unoccupied and non-responsive.” 
These conditions, said the report, 
caused the Joint Commission on Ac­ 
creditation of Hospitals to renew 
hospital accreditation for only one 
year. 
In a report last Oct. 25, the ac­ 
crediting commission said the hospital 
will 
lose 
its accreditation if the 
deficiencies are found to continue in 
three more successive surveys. 
The investigators concluded that the 
Chillicothe hospital “is an inferior 
facility with a primary purpose of 
warehousing’ mentally ill veterans 


Funding would have to come through 
a bond issue voted by the citizens of the 
county most of those present at the 
meeting believed. Councilman Ben 
Gordon’s comment, “ I feel it is a good 
idea but I wonder whether or not we 
can get the public to vote money for its 
construction,” was echoed more than 
once during the meeting. 
“How can we get people to vote 
additional millage for construction of a 
justice complex and a jail when they 
won t even vote for much needed new 
schools?” Commissioner Dick Tootle 
said. 
“There has to be a public awareness 
of the need. And until the public* 
demands such a complex, it will be 
difficult to pass a bond issue. I would 
like to see this happen tomorrow, but I 
am realistic enough to know that a 
bond issue would have to be presented 
several times before it could be 
passed,” he continued. 
Both city and county officials are 
cramped for space. The Circleville 
Jail, located in the basement of the city 
building, is grossly inadequate ac­ 
cording to Police Chief Robert Temple. 
He told those present last night he 
constantly fears a legal action which 
would close the city jail for good. 
The commissioners are currently 
renting facilities outside the court 
house for the county health depart­ 
ment and also have facilities outside 
the court house for Children's Welfare, 
General Welfare, County 
Superin­ 
tendent’s office, and title department 
of the clerk of courst. Just a few years 
ago all these agencies had offices in 
the court house. 
Commissioner Wayne Hines said 
that more space is badly needed right 
now in the building. City attorneys 
William Duckworth and William 
Stevens both felt the city and the 
county may soon be forced into con­ 
struction of such a building by state 
and federal governments. 
Municipal Court Judge Sterling 
I-amb noted that space was badly 
needed by his court. It was also pointed 
out by Stevens that the present court 
facilities were not strictly legal 
because a jury room is not provided. 
Judge I-amb suggested a committee 
also be named, not including any city 
or county officials, to help explain the 
need for the facility to the general 
public. 
No definite action was taken at last 
night’s meeting.

Makarios 
Defies Move 
By Bishops 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (A P) - The 
Cypriot clergy rallied to the side of 
Archbishop Makarios, the embattled 
president of Cyprus, today as he defied 
an attempt to defrock him by bishops 
supporting guerrilla chieftain George 
Grivas. 
The three bishops of the Holy Synod 
of the Greek Orthodox Church of 
Cyprus ordered Makarios expelled 
from the clergy on Thursday, saying 
he had violated church law by holding 
public office. 
Makarios, who last month began his 
third five-year term as president, 
scoffed at the decision, declared it “of 
no value whatsoever’’ and said it “dis­ 
played a dark medieval mentality 
amounting to utter contempt for the 
people.” 
A statement by 20 senior priests, 
including abbots of the island’s six 
monasteries, said the bishops were 
“ irresponsible ... and motivated by 
selfishness and hatred inspired by the 
devil.” 
The clergymen called upon the 
people and the rest of the Greek 
Cypriot clergy to denounce the 
bishops' attack on the archbishop, who 
has led the Greek Cypriot community 
for two decades. 
The bishops are supporters of Gen. 
Grivas, the leader of the Greek Cypriot 
underground army that fought British 
rule of Cyprus in the 1950s. Grivas re­ 
turned to the island in September 1972, 
went underground and began raising 
another guerrilla force to overthrow 
Makarios and fight for enosis, the 
union of Cyprus with Greece.

Showdown Near On Dollar Crisis 


PARIS (A P) - The United States, 
Canada, Japan, Indonesia and ll West 
European countries were getting 
together today to see if they can bring 
the falling dollar back up through the 
floor set less than a month ago. 
The key figures were Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shultz, Paul A. 
Volcker, his undersecretary for 
monetary affairs, and Arthur Burns, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board. They have said that the 
devaluation Feb. 12 set a good price for 
the dollar but they have never 
promised to spend anything to support 
it. 
Finance Minister Willy de Clercq of 
Belgium was chosen to tell the 
Americans what the nine Common 
Market countries want done. The 
countries are West Germany, France, 
Britain, Italy, Belgium, the Nether­ 
lands, Ireland, Luxembourg and 
Denmark. Sweden and Switzerland 
were the other European participants. 
The French national bank was the 
last to give up the attempt to maintain 


the floor under the dollar. That was a 
week ago. West Germany and other 
Western Furopean countries had 
already decided they could no longer 
afford to buy up dollars to maintain the 
fixed rate; the dollars were coming in 
too fast from businessmen convinced 
the rate would go down. 
It did as soon as the official support 
was withdrawn. For example, the 
West German mark closed Thursday 
at 2.77 to the dollar, the highest price 
all week. This put the dollar more than 
2 per cent below the official floor and a 
third less than it was a decade ago. 
In dealing with currency rates, 
governments are heavily concerned 
about exports. President Nixon’s 
administration devalued twice in 14 
months so that the United States could 
sell more goods abroad and bring its 
inflow of money closer to the outflow. 
Governments in the Common Market 
fear that if there is much more deval­ 
uation of the dollar they will not be 
able to sell their products and they 
would risk recession, unemployment 


and unrest. 
French Finance Minister Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing, the chairman for 
today's meeting, told a television 
audience Thursday night: 
“The Common Market countries 
want to maintain the relationship of 
their currencies without being drawn 
into a collective upward revaluation 
which would weaken their competitive 
position.” 
That was why 
their 
finance 
ministers or their chief aides drew up a 
three-page list in Brussels Thursday of 
what they want the United States to do. 
One way or another, the Common 
Market governments say, the United 
States should cut down the $90 billion 
now estimated to be deposited outside 
the country. 
All the suggested ways would cost 
the United States something. It would 
have to sell some of its gold, borrow 
foreign currency, restrict the freedom 
of Americans to take their money out 
of the country or risk a recession by 
pushing up interest rates. 
Boy, 5, Clutches Red Rose 
For POW Dad; Mother Dead 


AURORA, Colo. (A P) - The little 
boy clutched a bright red rose in his 
left hand and laughed as he ran across 
the airport apron and jumped into the 
arms of the POW father he had never 
seen. 
That was 5-year-old Roy E. Ziegler 
Ill’s greeting for his father, Army 
GWO Roy E. Ziegler II, 31, when 
Ziegler arrived Thursday night. 
Young Roy’s mother died three 
years ago. Ziegler did not know she 
was dead until he arrived earlier this 
week at Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines. He had been a prisoner 
since his helicopter was downed Feb. 
18,1968, just a month after his son was 
horn. 


The boy was given the freshly 
clipped flower by his aunt as he waited 
for the first meeting with his dad. 


Ziegler cluched the boy, kissed him 
and whispered in his ear as he stood 
next to a podium set up for the former 
POWS to say a few words following 
their arrival at Buckley Air National 
Guard Airfield. 


Irater the father knelt next to the boy 
and they talked alone in an adjacent 
waiting room before Ziegler was taken 
to Fitzsimons Army Medical Center to 
continue the reunion with his family 
and 
start 
extensive 
medical 
examinations 
and 
intelligence 
debriefings. 


More Americans A t Work, 


But Jobless Rate Higher 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The total 
number of Americans at work rase 
sharply in February, indicating an 
expanding 
economy, 
while 
the 
unemployment rate edged up slightly, 
the I^ibor Department reported today. 
Total employment rose nearly 
800,000 to 81.8 million, the Bureau of 
I .a bor Statistics said. 
The total number of unemployed 
workers rose 170,000 to 4.8 million for a 
seasonally adjusted rate of 5.1 per cent 
of the work force. This was up from 5 
per cent in January, the report said. 
The report noted a substantial gain 
in the length of the average work week 
of 24 minutes to 37.3 hours for nonfarm 
payrolls. 
The longer work week also helped 
boost average earnings of some 50 


million rank and file workers by $1.50 
to $139.48 per week. 


The bureau said average weekly 
earnings were up $8.47, or 6.5 per cent, 
per week over the past year. Over the 
same time span living costs rose 3.7 
per cent. 


On a seasonal basis, an adjustment 
for normal developments, both the rise 
in employment and unemployment 
were smaller. The bureau figured the 
total increase in jobs at 570,000 and the 
total rise in unemployed at about 75,000 
on the seasonal basis. The report 
called the unemployment situation 
virtually unchanged from January. 
Nearly two-thirds of the increase in 
jobs was among women, the report 
said. 
America's Skylab Scientists 
To Become Space Doctors 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (A P) - 
The three scientist-astronauts who will 
man America’s Skylab space station 
say they are trained to handle in orbit 
medical problems from toothache to 
heart seizure. 
And the “volunteer dental patients,” 
being used for the training don’t in­ 
clude only enlisted men, said Dr. 
Joseph P. Kerwin at a news conference 
Thursday. 
“ We had a retired Air Force general 
who waited two weeks just so he could 
say he had his teeth pulled by an 
astronaut,” Kerwin said in reporting 
on dental training at I backland Air 
Force Base, Tex. 
Kerwin, a medical doctor, is a 
member of the three-man Skylab I 
crew which is to be launched May 15 to 
link up with a house-sized space station 
scheduled for launching one day 
earlier. 
The Skylab I crew will remain in 
orbit for 28 days, conducting medical, 
scientific, earth 
resources and 
engineering experiments. 
The other scientist-astronauts are 
Dr. Owen Garriott of Skylab 2, and Dr. 
Edward Gibson, Skylab 3. Both are 
solar-physicists and have required 
more training than did Kerwin to 
perform the medical experiments 
which will be their main responsibility 
in space. 
The Skylab 2 and 3 astronauts both 
are to remain in orbit for 56 days later 
this year, but Gibson said his mission 


might be extended by up to two weeks 
if all goes well. 
Gibson said he and Garriott have 
trained “ to come up to the level of a 
good medical corpsman in the field. 
We can understand the basic things in 
an emergency room. We can do 
cultures and most emergency room 
procedures. 
“ We feel we could handle just about 
anything that occurred in flight, ex­ 
cept an appendectomy,” he said, 
adding that only four of the nine Skylab 
astronauts still have their appendixes. 
If an astronaut developed ap­ 
pendicitis, he said, the crew would 
have to make a quick trip back to 
earth. 
Appendicitis 
is 
the 
in­ 
flammation of a portion of the in­ 
testines. 
Garriott said that in a case where a 
bone had to be set or a serious cut 
sutured, Mission Control would 
provide expert medical consultation.

Who Needs Money? 


The Democratic governors, bringing 
their gripes to Washington, have been 
as lachrymose as so many crocodiles 
over the Nixon freeze of Federal funds 
intended for state projects.

Curiously enough, the criticism of 
the heavy tax burden carried by 
property owners is not sustained by the 
Tax Foundation study. In 1960, so the 
report says, the property tax provided 
“between 46 and 48 per cent of state- 
local taxes. This share dropped to 44 
per cent by 1965 and further to 39 per 
cent by 1970, the latest year reported.” 
The states have been finding it possible 
to collect taxes bv other means, which 
may explain why the steam has tended 
to go out of the movement to provide 
for the relief of property owners.

governments can resist the temptation 
to put additional burdens on home 
owners as the need for local ex­ 
penditures increases.

It is true that the statistics of cancer 
of the larynx, or voice box, favors 
women. For some strange, unaccount­ 
able reason, this phenomenon exists.

More and more young women are 
developing coronary artery disease of 
the heart attributed to the massive in­ 
crease in cigarette smoking in women.

NEW YORK (AP) - Bonds are 
back. Partly in reaction to the ex­ 
cesses of the perform ance race, 
billions of dollars of these traditionally 
conservative securities are being 
snapped up by individuals and pension 
funds. 
The turn, which gradually has been 
gaining momentum since 1969, is in 
marked contrast to the heady days of 
the 1950s and 1960s, when anyone who 
sat on bonds when he could ride with 
stocks was considered a laggard. 
Ironically, the turn came at about 
the same time that message was being 
relayed to colleges and other nonprofit 
institutions by the Ford Foundation, 
which said they could protect them­ 
selves by becoming more aggressive, 
performance minded investors. 
In effect, these institutions were told 
to get off their assets and to seek the 
bigger returns available in stocks. 
Backing this advice was a University 
of Chicago study showing equity in­ 
vestments averaged 9 per cent bet­ 
ween 1926-1964. 
Then came 
the 
1969-70 market 
debacle in which many high flyers 
dived to earth, some so hard they 
haven’t yet dug themselves out. The 
trend to bonds might already have 
begun, but the collapse of stocks added 
momentum. 
From 1946 to 1965, according to 
figures 
.supplies 
by 
Channing 
M anagement Corp., the investing 
public added almost no bonds to their 
savings. But purchases in 1969 ex­ 
ceeded sales by $5 million. 
Martin E. Segal, president of 
Wertheim Asset Management Service 
and an authority on pensions, notes 
that bonds in pension portfolios fell 
from 45 per cent in 1955 to 27 per cent in 
1970, while stock holdings jumped from 
30 per cent to 59 per cent. 
Not only has the trend been arrested, 
but Segal now maintains that bonds 
yield as much as stocks. "A good bond 
portfolio under the care of a competent 
bond manager could come close to or 
equal the 50-year average yield of the 
stock market,” he states flatly. 
Pension funds are for the long term, 
he explains. A sustainable yield is 
more important than a fluctuating 
yield, especially since annual costs are 
based on yield for the year. “If the 
return is volatile, your costs are 
volatile.” 


One aspect of the re-valuation of 
bonds is the development of bond funds 
— mutual funds with bond rather than 
stock portfolios. I^ast year investors 
bought more than $1 billion worth of 
them, a figure likely to be topped in 
1973. 
As an example of the trend, Chan­ 
ning began a bond fund a little more 
than a year ago and it already is larger 
at $36 million than its 25-year-old com­ 
mon stock fund. 
The impetus is provided by recent 
studies of bond versus stock yields. 
A G . Becker Co., an investment 
banker, found a select list of equity 
portfolios returned only 6.2 per cent in 
the years 1962-71, far below the 7.5 per 
cent return on some quality bonds 
available today. 
Henry Renard, Channing senior vice 
president, observes that with bond 
rates high and the life of bonds long, 
seemingly small changes in rates can 
produce enormous effects. 
"A move from 7.5 per cent to 7.4 per 
cent can mean as much as I per cent in 
the price of a bond. In the case of a $100 
million portfolio that means $100,000 a 
year. A I per cent yield increase, 
compounded over 20 years, generates 
an increase equal to 83 per cent of the 
initial capital.” 
Indicative 
of 
further 
m arket 
changes, Renard comments that “we 
don’t just buy bonds and put them 
away. We pay much more attention to 
trading.”

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Dr. 
David Coleman of New York says 
scientists can help police stop drug 
traffic better and quicker. 
Coleman said new sophisticated 
equipment makes it possible to detect 
dust-sized drug particles from lint in 
the pocket or the grit of a fingernail. 
fie said his analysis applies to as little 
a particle as one-billionth of a gram. 
Several apparatus combinations 
developed for those purposes were 
described at the 
Pittsburgh Con­ 
ference on Analytical Chemistry and 
Applied Spectroscopy here Wed­ 
nesday. 
One 
combines 
gas 
chromatography, mass spectrometry 
and computers. 
Coleman, a chemist, said it is 
possible to date samples and establish 
when it was last in the bowl of a spoon 
or the tip of a needle. 
“And,” said Coleman, “It won’t be 
enough to flush drugs down a toilet 
when police make a raid, if fresh 
particles are still on the fingers, kit­ 
chen counter or clothing.” 
Coleman said scientific equipment 
also can ’’determine if heroin has been 
laced with arsenic or if unusual con­ 
centrations of a drug are turning up on 
the street.” 
“Alerting the street people with such 
information can dry up a supplier 
faster than a dozen arrests,” Coleman 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
lawyers will ask the Supreme Court 
today to decide the fate of the long- 
delayed trans-Alaska oil pipeline, 
sources said. 
Construction

pipeline was delayed for more than 
two years by a lawsuit filed by three 
environment groups, and then was 
blocked completely with a decision by 
seven judges of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals here last Feb. 9. 
The appeals court ruled that the 1920 
Mineral basing Act permits a right- 
of-way no more than 54 feet wide for 
the proposed pipeline across federal 
land, too narrow for construction to 
take place. 
The court refused to rule at all—at 
that point—on whether the Interior 
Department has satisfied a 
legal 
requirement to study environmental 
impacts and alternative routes. 
The department said it would ask 
Congress to change the right-of-way 
provisions of the law. But it also wants 
the Supreme Court to overturn the 
appeals court ruling and to get a 
decision in the government’s favor on 
the environmental-impact question.

Lenten Period Redirected To Helping Others 


NEW YORK (AP) - The num ber 40 
recurs like a refrain in Biblical events 
and it marks the length of an age-old 
observance that Christians began this 
week — the 40 days of I^ent. 
Nowadays, however, it has a dif­ 
ferent emphasis than it once did. At­ 
tention now is focused not so much on 
doing without something as on doing 
something in a positive sense to im ­ 
prove oneself and the conditions of 
others. 
“ More im portant than giving up 
something is giving something,” the 
Rev. Dr. Albert P. Stauderman, editor 
of a denominational weekly, “The 
Lutheran,” says of the general shift 
away from the older practices of 
fasting. 
The new approach is pointed up in 
Scripture readings used in the liturgy 
of the period, such as in Isaiah 58, 
which says that rather than dietary 
fasting, God wants justice for the 
oppressed and shared bread with the 
hungry. 
“Then...your healing shall spring up 
speedily....Then you shall call, and the 
I/Ord will answ er.” 
The observance is intended 
for 
penitence from 
w rongdoing, 
for 
rededication and spiritual renewal as a 
preparation for the Easter celebration 
of Christ’s Resurrection. 
How it came to run for 40 days is not 
altogether clear, since it originally 
lasted only a day or two in the 
beginning years of Christianity, and 
later only a week. 
It was lengthened to 40 days in the 
5th century, and that time span now 
often is seen as deriving from the 40 
days that Jesus fasted in the wilder­ 
ness before beginning his ministry. 
However, the figure 40 is one of those 
m ysteriously 
recu rrin g 
tim e 
m easurem ents in the Bible, a kind of 
“holy” number. 
In the flood for which Noah built his 
ark, it rained for 40 days and 40 nights. 
The children of Israel wandered for 40 
years in the wilderness. Moses spent 40 
days and nights atop Mount Sinai when 
he received the IO Commandments. 
F orty hours elapsed from the 
moment Jesus died on the cross until 
His hour of Resurrection. The period of 
the Resurrection appearances lasted 


40 days before Jesus ascended into the 
divine sphere. 
The 40 days of U*nt doesn’t include 
Sundays, which were not “fast days” 
in the older modes of observance, 
when the em phasis was mainly on re­ 
stricted diets and self-denial, which 
often took 
trivial forms 
such 
as 
foregoing sweets. 
Roman Catholicism, in the changes 
of the mid-Ms emanating from the 
Second Vatican Council, abolished its 
I/enten rules limiting eating to one full 


meal with m eat a day, leaving it up to 
individuals to choose more meaningful 
ways of observing the period. 
Episcopalians, Lutherans and other 
P ro te sta n ts 
that 
observe 
Lent 
previously had moved away from the 
dietary form ulas and put the em phasis 
on positive steps for keeping com­ 
mitment and helping the needy. 
Church drives for relief funds tor 
work am ong the world’s poor are part 
of the observance. 
However, aside from such tangible

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Hundreds of 
methadone maintenance centers and 
hospitals across the nation will find 
they cannot order more of the heroin 
substitute 
when 
new 
federal 
regulations take effect next week. 


And clinics that continue to dispense 
existing supplies of the synthetic 
narcotic 
without federal 
approval 
could face crim inal prosecution, 
although the government concedes it 
lacks the manpower to police tough 
new restrictions immediately. 


Methadone has become the major 
weapon in the war against heroin. 


“ I have no doubt that most programs 
will continue to operate, perhaps not 
legally, until someone forcefully says, 
‘Don’t,’” said a Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration methadone expert. 


The FUA has received applications 
from about 200 of the 600 known 
treatment centers now in operation, 
and from about 1,000 of the 9,000 hospi­ 
tals contacted. 
The agency said it expects to issue 
interim approval within the next week 
for about 500 centers and up to 3,000 
hospitals which face the March 15 
deadline. 


“It’s going to be a shock for some of 
the others when they place an order for 
methadone and find they can’t get it 
filled," the FDA official said. 
T reatm ent 
centers 
that 
have 
operated satisfactory programs in the 
past 
might 
be 
able 
to obtain 
emergency approval for a single 
shipment ‘‘to get them out of a 
squeeze,” he said. 
The 
FDA 
recently 
revoked 
methadone permits for physicians in 
Washington, Chicago and New York 
and has a dozen others under close 
scrutiny. 
Heroin addicts who are cut off from 
Postmaster General Adm its 
Bad M ail Service Exists 


normal sources of methadone will be 
referred to approved programs, said 
the spokesman, who asked not to be 
identified. 
Ten per cent of the nation’s 600,000 
heroin 
addicts 
are 
receiving 
methadone, which at high dosage 
levels blocks heroin’s effects and at 
low levels curbs the hunger for heroin. 
Asked why so many applications are 
late, the spokesman said: “Apparently 
a lot of people can’t read.” 
The new regulations, published last 
Dec. 
15, stated that in 90 days 
methadone could be distributed only to 
hospital 
pharm acies, 
approved 
maintenance programs and certain 
drug stores in rural areas. 
Patients will be required to take the 
drug daily at treatm ent centers for 
three months; their urine will be 
checked weekly. If there are no viola­ 
tions, they then will be permitted to 
take home two-day supplies and, after 
two years, three-day supplies.

gressional investigators say there is a 
pattern of neglect in the nation’s 
veterans hospitals that endangers the 
well-being of hundreds of thousands of 
patients. 


They allege that an ailing veteran 
must wait weeks or months for ad­ 
mission to one of the 168 Veterans 
Administration hospitals. Once there, 
they claim, he is likely to suffer from 
(Tamped quarters and may seldom see 
a nurse. Conditions at some hospitals 
were reported so bad that a patient 
may leave in worse shape than when 
he was admitted. 


Those were the conclusions of a 
confidential report prepared for the 
House Appropriations Committee by 
its staff investigators. A copy of the 
report was obtained Wednesday by 
The Associated Press. 
The investigators said their con­ 
clusions were based on interviews with 
VA officials in Washington and at 14 
VA hospitals across the country and 
examinations of VA records.

Donald 
E. 
Johnson promised a detailed response 
to the Appropriations subcommittee 
currently conducting hearings on the 
VA budget. 
Replying to questions about parts of 
the report, he denied the allegations of 
neglect and m aintained th at VA 
hospitals are treating more patients 
better, primarily because of increased 
reliance on outpatient care. 
Ultimately, the report said, the 
blame falls on the White House Office 
of M anagem ent and Budget for 
refusing to allow VA hospitals to hire 
enough employes to meet patient 
needs and for blocking expansion of 
hospital facilities. 
The OMB, in the interest of saving 
money, may even force 29 VA hospitals 
to close by 1975 and may intend to force 
the VA out of the hospital business en­ 
tirely, the report suggested.

“I don’t know why this happened/' 
said Lt. Col. II.

An Air Force accident investigating 
team probed the ruins and planned to 
interview the surviving crew mem­ 
bers. 
The two KC-135 Stratotankers, used 
for airborne refueling, smashed into 
each other before (lawn Thursday 
while taxing to the runway during a 
practice alert. 
One tanker burst into flames, killing 
the navigator, Maj. W illiam FL 
Thomas, 41, of Shuqualak, Miss., and 
the co-pilot, 1st Lt. Bari W. Stone, 25, of 
Buies Creek, N.C. 
The aircraft’s commander, Copt. 
James R. Blackwell, 28, of Canal 
W inchester, Ohio, was seriously 
burned and taken to the base hospital. 
The remaining two crew members 
on Blackwell’s plane and the five crew 
members on the other tanker escaped 
without injury. 
Hackney said, “Both planes had 
been parked side-by-side and had 
taxied out together when the accident 
occurred. There was not a big boom 
that sent pieces all over. Tile two 
planes burned where they stopped.” 
The planes were traveling about 5 
miles an hour, he said. 
After the impact, Blackwell’s tanker 
continued 200 yards before coming to a 
stop in a muddy, grassy section just off 
the concrete apron. 
Flames engulfed the tanker from the 
cockpit to the mid-section and burned 
two large holes in the aircraft. 
Base firemen assisted by local 


firefighters buttled the blaze for more 
than an hour. Some of the tanker’s 
180,000 pounds of fuel fed the flames. 
The $10 million tanker was con­ 
sidered a total loss, Hackcny said.

Eleven 
presidents testified that Gilligan’s 
proposal for a 3 lier cent a year in­ 
crease in th*' universities’ operating 
subsidies was inadequate even to 
continue present programs. 
“ I don’t have any more money to 
give them. We provided an increase of 
$194 million, now they’re asking for 
$120 million more. What do they expect 
me to do, take it from the mentally ill, 
close the state p a r k s Gilligan asked. 
Dr. Harold Enarson, president of 
(Muo State University, was among 
those asking that the increase be hiked 


from 3 per cent to 64 per cent—the 
figure recommended by the Board of 
Regents. The board claimed 3 per cent 
would not cover tin* cost of inflation. 
Gilligan noted that he plans to ap 
point a special higher education bisk 
force. The group’s studies will include 
declining enrollments and the plight of 
state private universities which “ may 
not In* here IO years from now.” If the 
private schools are forced to close, he 
said, lie wants “ the people to know 
w hat is happening I want them to have 
a conscious choice.” 
The governor said he plans to name 
the task force “ within a month.” He 
said he has not decided whethei 
members of the legislature will be 
included among its members. Enarsor 
had said he hopes the governor wil 
include members of the' legislature 
“ Right here is where the problem;

For Coal In Next Decades 


CHARIJCSTON, W. Va. (AP) - Coal 
industry production and investment is 
forecast to climb strongly in the 
future, 
according 
to 
industry 
publications. 
The National Petroleum Council, in 
a report released late last year, 
projects coal production through 1985 
as reaching from 1,004 million tons to 
1,570 million tons. 
Production in 1972 hit 590 million 
tons, a 7 per cent increase over the 
preceding year. 
Coal Age magazine quotes other 
industry publications as reporting the 
industry’s capital expenditures grew 
44 per cent last year to about $658 
million and "a 14 per cent rise to $750 
million is in store for 1973. 
“ Expenditures will then drop to $65 
million in 1974 as coal finds itself in a 
breather period for new plant and 
equipment needs.” 
Coal Age says the total value of the 
nation’s coal production last year hit a 


record $4.4 billion, a 14 per cent in­ 
crease over the previous year. The 
magazine also noted that prices 
climbed in the second half of 1972 as 
producers recovered the cost of a 
scheduled wage hike. 


Coal Age offered this projection of 
energy fuel demands: 
—Coal is expected to show continued 
growth through the year 2000 for 
electrical generation while use of 
natural gas for this purpose will 
decline. 


—Petroleum

1985-2000 
and 
decrease

—Nuclear power, which represented 
just over 2 per cent of total U.S. 
electrical utility capacity in 1971, is

CI>EVEIJ\ND, Ohio (A P)-A $50 
million class-action suit was filed 
Thursday in Cuyahoga County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court aiming to halt the 
practice of selling lists of subscribers’ 
names by four magazines and a credit 
card firm. 
The lawsuit was brought by attorney 
Norman W. Shibley on behalf of all 
subscribers of Time 
Magazine, 
Esquire, Indies Home Journal and 
Playboy. Shibley, who is president­ 
elect of the Cleveland Bar Association, 
alleges that such sales for use in un­ 
solicited mailings by advertisers are 
invasions of privacy. 
The petition says the class has about 
IO million persons whose names and 
addresses have been sold at least once 
by each of the five defendants. The suit 
alleges that the names were sold for 
profit without permission from the 
subscribers. 
Shibley said he subscribes to each of 
the magazines and holds an American 
Express card and has received un­ 
solicited mail because his name and 


address were sold to other publishers 
and firms. 
The suit asks the court to enjoin the 
four publishers and American Express 
from selling their subscribers’ lists, 
alleging that they "have been unjustly 
enriched through the sale of plaintiffs’ 
names and addresses.” 
John G. I,ancione, a partner of 
Shibley’s filed the petition. He said 
publishers and even some govern­ 
mental agencies sell lists for 2h cents 
a name. 
A spokesman for Time, Inc., said the 
magazine does "rent" its subscription 
lists. He said the practice is 
widespread through the publishing 
business.
